CROPS J'tf GKNKttA I.. 


Notwithstanding the great talk about 


the coldness of tho spring and the tlaui- 
tige which the cold and wet 
weather 


would do to tho crops, it must now be 
admitted llmt the crops are generally iu 
excellent condition. The wheat crop is 
maturing at a rapid rate and a great har- 
vest is almost assured. 
Iu the .south- 


western grain sections considerable grain 
has been cut and the winter wheat will 
probably be all gathered within the next 
three weeks. 
The largest wheat crop, in 


the history of the country was in 1880, 
which amounted to 480,000,000 bushels. 
It is believed that a harvest of 400,000,- 
000 bushels may be confidently expected 
this year, ami if the grain now in good 
condition matures well, the yield may be 
nearly as great as in 1880. • 


Oats and barley require cool weather 


and damp soil and are iu a particularly 
favorable condition. Corn alpne is back- 
ward, but continued warm weather will 
give this crop the aid it needs, if it is not 
injured by droughts and late frosts. The 
hay crop is one of the most important, 
and it can hardly fail lobe very abundant. 
The work of cutting clover is already at 
a beginning. Frail is ulso in a promis- 
ing condition iii most regions.

A way is to be found, it seems, not 


ouly to lame tlie sea when it IK angry and 
ytill the stormy wave.-; to a perfect calm, 
but also to make the ceaseless visa and 
fall of the surges aud the ebbing ami 
flowing of the tide turn the wheels of 
manufactories rauged along the shores. 
The experiments connected with the both 
of the.se achievements are how being 
made iu Europe, the former at the mouth 
of the river Tyue in England. 
The Tyue 


commissioners are about -to erect iu con- 
nection with the uew harbor works at 
Tynemouth, a number of oil-tanks, so 
that oil 
can, 
when necessary, 
be

Numerous 


recent experiments with oil show that it 
is effectual iu counteracting heavy seas. 
Iu this connection the fact may be nieu- 
tioued that'almost iu the centre of the 
Gulf of Mexico there1 is a little space 
where heavy seas never prevail,- aud ves- 
sels taking refuge within it are as safe as 
in a harbor. 
It has been noticed that in 


this calm space the water is alwaj's cov- 
ered with an oily scrim, and it 
i.-, uuu- 


jectured that the phenomenon is due to 
the fact that there is au oil well at the bot- 
fomof the gulf iu this place, whose pro- 
duct naturally rises to the surface and calms 
the water for a considerable space iu tho 
vicinity. The Tyue experiment was per- 
haps suggested by this circumstance, and 
if it succeeds-great results are likely to 
follow from it. 
Oil tanks can be erected 


at dangerous points oil the coast, aud 
operated by life-saving corps. 
Iu case 


of a storm the waves can be instantly 


. stilled by the pouring out of a little cheap 


oil upon the troubled waters, and tlie ves- 
sels saved from dcstructioii would doubt- 
less be glad to pay, all the expense of the 
operation. It is even possible that large 
vessels might carry with them enough oil 
to make a little harbor for themselves in 
the roughest sea, iu which they might 
ride safely at anchor until the waves 
round about had subsided.

The other experiments, those relating 


to the utilization of sea waves for (he. 
production of mechanical 
power, 
are 


much more interesting and 
important 


than the first. The sea, with its tides
